Washington, 
June 
9—(AP)— 


The 450,000 members of the United 
Mine Workers start a week-long 
strike Monday to underscore John 
L. Lewis' lecture in economics to 
the nation's coal industry. 


Lewis told the industry yester- 


day it has overproduced badly and 
the shutdown will help eat into 
the huge, 52-day supply of coal 
already mined. 


"This period^ of inaction," he 


said, "will emphasize a lack of 
general stability in the industry 
and the dangers which will accrue 
therefrom 
Hfy current 
harmful 


practices are liot remedied." And 
he added: 


"The mineworkers are required 


again to protect affirmatively the 
human and property values inher- 
ent in the coal mining industry." 


Lewis saidf the strike will be a 


good thing aH around. Some mine 
owners agreed. An industry source 
at Pittsburgh said: 


"Many coal producers will be 


glad to see a shutdown. It has 
been all outgo and little income 
recently because of supply back 
logs."

American Retail Coal association, 
attending a convention in Cleve- 
land, said, "Lewis is violating 
terms of the present contract by 
calling out miners prior to the ex- 
piration date."

said there is nothing in the con- 
tract to permit what Lewis re- 
ferred to as a "stabilizing period 
of inaction."

Washington,

9—(AP)— 


Bitter resentment against John L. 
Lewis seethed today among sena- 
tors trying to get rid of the Tatt- 
Hartley law's emergency injunc- 
tion provision. 


Those lawmakers claimed pri- 


vately that the United Mine Work- 
ers' chief, in ordering a week's 
shutdown of the coal pits, prob- 
ably killed any chance for scrap- 
ping the section which calls for 
court orders to halt strikes threat- 
ening the national welfare. 


Some senators who favor the 


Taft-Hartley law figured Lewis' 
action strengthened their-position 
all along the line. 


Word ' that Lewis had ordered 


the miners out of the pits for a 
week starting Monday reached the 
capitol yesterday while the senate 
was debating the administration 
bill to repeal the T-H act. 


Neither that bill as drafted nor 


a compromise version backed by 
the senate's Democratic leadership 
contains any injunction provision, 


The Taft-Hartley law doe*. The 


government has used the provision 
in the past to halt a Lewis-order- 
ed shut down. Lewis himself has 
demanded repeal of the Taft-Hart- 
ley law and he ha* bitterly de- 
nounced the injunction section. 


Those circumstances- increased 


the amazement of senators who 
are plugging for elimination of the 
T-H injunction, section. 


Their comments for publication 


are mild compared to their private 
remarks about the Lewis move. 


One senator told a reporter, "I'm 


really bitter about this—it couldn't 
have happened at a worse time." 


Another said: "I find it hard to 


believe. I thought he wanted to 
get rid of this law."

the Lewis action was prompted by 
his bitter clash with Presidents 
Philip Murray of the CIO and Wil- 
liam Green of the AFL over strate- 
gy in the senate labor fight.

GOP Holding 
Up Sales Tax 
'Broadening' 


Springfield, 111., June 9—(AP) — 


Hostile Republican senators today 
stood in the way of house-approved 
bills to place the two per cent Illi- 
nois sales tax on home building, 
shoe repairing and special orders. 


The three bills, sought by Gov- 


ernor Stevenson to produce $25,- 
000,000 a year in state cash, ap- 
ply the tax to scores of occupa- 
tions excluded over the years by 
court decisions or administrative 
action. 


Tax on New Homes 


Under the legislation, a new 


house costing $10,000 would be 
taxed $200. Improvements such as 
building a new driveway, and 'fix- 
Ing a washing machine or an au- 
tomobile also would come under 
the levy. 


The house approved the bills yes- 


terday with votes to spare. But 
the senate, where Republicans hold 
the voting strength, may not go 
along.' 


Governor in Threat 


The Democratic governor said If 


the bills aren't enacted, cities won't 
get the '$34,000,000 he has prom- 
ised them, and tuberculosis sani- 
tariums will be cut out of $6,000,- 
000 in state grants. 


The schools or funds for old age 


pensions and child aid may be re- 
duced at least $10,000,,000 he 
added.

grasshopper plague is threatening 
the gram belt. To keep it from 
happening, an aerial task force 
will take off next week from Sher- 
idan, Wyo., loaded with 'hopper 
poison. 


The target of the 30-plane ar- 


mada 
will be a 1,500,000-acre 


stretch in Wyoming and Montana 
which the U. S. department of ag- 
riculture calls the worst grass- 
hopper nesting ground in the coun- 
try. 


The job will take about 30 days. 


The goal will be to wipe out a big, 
hungry, growing army of migra- 
tory 'hoppers. .If left alone, this 
army soon could become as form- 
idable as the one that gobbled 
5250,000.000 worth of crops in 
the northern plains states a decade 
ago.

These 
new insecticides are so potent one- 
third of an ounce in five pounds 
of bran is enough to kill all the 
'hoppers on an acre. 


Plans for the big offensive caus- 


ed some uneasiness among sports- 
men who feared game birds might 
be destroyed by the poison.

USDA replied that the "concentra- 
tion of poison would- be so slight 
and the game birds' taste for bran 
so scant there was no danger.

Laval was not alone. Many Ameri- 
cans knew that with Germany 
destroyed, Communism would nish 
westward. But Churchill was re- 
dflced to begging "like a puppy" in 
his dealings with Roosevelt and he 
had to concede everything for 
Britain's sake—just as Laval "col- 
laborated" for the sake of France. 


Twice, therefore, Communism 


has profited by the tragic neces- 
sities of the civilized nations of 
the west. The. first time, the Ger- 
mans let Lenin and his circle cross 
their country from Switzerland in 
1917 to break up the Kerensky 
government which was trying to 
keep a few divisions 61 the war on 
the eastern front.

And your mind goes back to 


the war years when it was known 
as the perfect foxhole. It was the 
dream of every soldier to get here. 
Thousands rolled into town from 
the front lines in Germany, Bel- 
gium and Holland.» 


They were often unshaven and 


muddy and a little "punchy" from 
combat strain and the weary truck 
ride here. They had only a 72- 
hour leave—a brief reprieve from 
danger. 


They cleaned themselves up and 


made the most of what time they 
had. They spent it in different 
ways. Many went 
excitement- 


fishing in Montmartre. 


Spent Their Cash 


They spent their money, and 


when it was gone they went back 
to face death with empty pockets.

Deputy Prime Minister Herbert 


Morrison, one of the most power- 
ful figu; es in British socialism and 
the party's political strategist, 
yesterday laid the cards on the 
table in a speech which evoked 
an ovation. 
He named further 


industries which the party pro- 
poses to nationalize, and then de- 
clared that if reelected the govern- 
ment would pass a "permanent 
and re/ised version" of the war- 
time act giving it control over in- 
dustry and manpower. 


Industry Told Off 


"Private 
industry," 
he 
said, 


"cannot any longer be allowed to 
go just any way. Private industry' 
or finance with indulges in anti- 
social conduct will be pulled up 
sharp by a labor (socialist) gov- 
ernment." 


Conservative minded folk un- 


doubtedly will interpret Morrison's 
declaration as 
savoring 
rather 


strongly of regimentation. Be that 
as it may, it should be noted that 


he didn't say the war-time mea- 
sures would be used except of 
necessity. They would be on the 
books ready for use when needed. 


The socialist view of this is 


that there's nothing bad hi the 
fact that the government has such 
powers. It all depends on how the 
government 
uses 
the powers. 


Moreover all orders 
under the 


emergency program can be re- 
jected by parliament.

The socialist government in its 


first four years of office already 
has nationalized coal mines, gas 
works, electricity, railroads, ca- 
nals, long-distance trucking, air- 
lines, the bank of England and 
the world wide cable and wireless 
communications company. Medi- 
cine also has been socialized re- 
sulting in a tremendous contro- 
versy—and the vast steel industry 
is in process of being nationalized 
by parliament.

This happened yesterday. And- 


last night, one after another, the 
accused assailed the FBI report 
as absurd, or unconstitutional, or 
laughable. 


- Will any proof be forthcoming 
from the government about these 
accused people? Or will their 
names be cleared? No one knows. 


K all came about this way: 
Miss Coplon, 28, worked in the 


justice department. The FBI ar- 
rested her in New York March 4 
with a Russian. 


In her pocketbook, the FBI said, 


she had a number of confidential 
government papers dealing with 
national security. 


She was charged with spying 


for Russia and went to trial here 
several weeks ago. 


Confidential Info 


The government lawyers did not 


want the 12 confidential pieces of 
paper, which, the FBI said they 
round on her, to "get into the 
trial. 


Why? They said national se- 


curity was involved. 
They said 


PBI 'informants would be placed 
in danger. 


But what of Miss Coplon. She 


was on trial before a jury. In 
reaching a verdict of guilty or not 
guilty, should the jury— 


1. See all the evidence HO, 


knowing the whole ease, It 
could reach ma Intelligent de- 
cision? Or— 


3. Have to reach a verdict 


on hearsay, which I* what it 
would amount to If the gov- 
ernment said it found secret 
papers on Miss Coplon but 
wouldn't let the jury decide 
on their merit ? 
The government lawyers even 


hinted that they'd drop the case 
against Miss Coplon before letting 
the secret information 
become 


public. 


But the federal trial judge told 


the government lawyers: "I wish 
I could throw some protection 
around you, but I can't do that. 
I'm here to see that justice is done. 


"If the reading of the report 


imperils the government, the gov- 
ernment ought not to be here." 


So he said the secret papers 


would have to be made public. 
Faced with this, the government 
lawyers decided they'd rather let 
the papers out than abandon the 
case against Miss Coplon. 


Bit by bit the reports of the 


"informants" then were read into 
the record, the reports which ac- 
cused the actors and others of 
communist activity or sympathy. 


In short, the judge had ruled 


that the government should never 
have started the case unless it was 
willing to go through with it. 


And if this meant other people 


were goirtg to be hurt,, then that 
was unfortunate but necessary in 
order to give *Miss Coplon fair 
play and full justice.

Polio Cases 


on Increase 


Washington, 
June 
9—(AP> — 


More cases of poliommeylitis have 
been reported in the U. S. this 
year than last, when there was a 
serious outbreak, but health offi- 
cials say the situation is not 'alarm- 
ing. 


There have been 1,757 cases re- 


ported compared with 1,226 on the 
corresponding date in 1948. 


But U. S. public health service 


officials say a more accurate me- 
thod of measuring the intensity of 
outbreaks is to count only the cases 
that occur after the disease reach- 
es its early spring low point. 


This occurs each year in March. 


Since that point was reached" this 
year 834 cases have been reported, 
44 fewer than were reported in the 
corresponding period of 1948. 


More cases of polio were report- 


ed in 1948 than in any year since 
19^6. This year's total was 27,- 
888. In 1916 there wer approxi- 
mately 30,000 cases. 


But health officials say the out- 


break in 1916 #as much more se- 
vere because most of the 30,000 
cases caused paralysis. 
Only a 


small proportion of the 27,888 
cases in 1948 resulted in paralysis.

been shipped to the Soviets.

committee put Strauss in the wit- 
ness chair in a continuation of ita 
hearings on charges by Senator 
Hickenlooper (R-Iowa) that there 
has been "incredible mismanage- 
ment" of the Atomic Energy com- 
mission (AEC) under the chair- 
manship of David E. Lilienthal. 
Hickenlooper demands that Lilien- 
thal be fired. 


Strauss was opposed when the 


five-man AEC voted 4-1 in 1947 
to permit export of some types of 
radio-active isotopes to friendly 
countries. The policy was approved 
at ftiat time by an advisory com- j 
mittee of scientists and by Presi- 
dent Truman and the state depart- 
ment. 


When the committee convened 


today Rep. Henry M. Jackson CD-

Pigeons can be educated to do 


all sorts of fancy maneuvers. 


Some of these maneuvers come 


within the rules.

of a bird to make him fly a crazy 
course is likely to find himself an 
outcast. 


Another trick is fastening a 


small feather near the eye of the 
trapped 
pigeon. 
The 
feathe 


causes the bird to fly in the di 


rection away from the obstructed 
eye. 


Each gunner has the right to 


have a "second" at the trap, but 
some trainers insert a feather so 
slyly that even a watchful attend- 
ant does not always see it. 


Begins, a little town in Schuyl- 


kill County, is the home of the 
big*live-bird shooting events. 


Each autumn thousands of per- 


sons from''all parts of the land 
come to the Hegins Club to blast 
away at the living targets. Last 
fall marksmen were present from 
as far away as Texas and Mani- 
toba.

with the feeling that a big circus 
has come. It's the biggest thing 
of its kind in America. 


The trap in which the bird is

After the bird has been 
trapped and-"treated," a signal is 
given, and the string is pulled. 


The bird flies instantly-—and in 


what direction no one knows be- 
forehand. Sometimes the pigeon 
veers sharply to the right or left. 
Sometimes it is straight upward. 


Scattered all over the hard coal 


belt of Pennsylvania are fanciers 
who raise and train birds for live- 
bird matches. After the Wg events 
the thousands of dead birds are 
sold to poultry dealers. 


The lucky birds—the ones that 


manage to fly out of gun range— 
go back to -coops, there to wait 
until they are again entered in a 
shooting match. 


Seldom dots a bird have the 


good fortune to be a gunner's tar- 
get in more than three events.

for women and 45 cents 
for 


apprentices* It would have gone 
Into effect "Ihis summer. 
The 


department said it would have 
raised the pay of 25,000 retail 
workers. 


Judge DeWitt S. Crow set the 


order aside on a technicality. He 
said the department failed to 
swear witnesses or allow cross- 
examination in public hearings last 
year on the question. 


The order was issued June 12, 


1948. Two weeks later the Illinois 
Federation of Retail associations 
brought suit to nullify it.
